AN  ACT 

Malting  appropriations  for  the  support  of  go- 
vernment for  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  nineteen. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled , That  the  following  sums 
■be,  and  the  same  arc  hereby,  respectively  ap- 
propriated,  that  is  to  say  : 

For  compensation  granted  by  law  to  the 
members  of  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, their  officers  and  attendants,  three 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  and  ten  dollars.

For  a .deficiency  in  the  appropriations  of 
former  years,  for  the  payment  of  expenses  on 
foreign  intercourse,  including  losses  on  drafts 
and  the  difference  of  exchange,  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars. 

For  the  contingent  expens*s  of  intercourse 
between  the  l nited  Stales  and  foreign  nations, 
thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  expenses  of  intercourse  with  the 
Barbary  powers,  forty-two  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  expenses  during  the  present  vear 
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the  act  of  third  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirteen,  fue  thousand  dollars. 

To  indemnify  the  insurers  of  the  British 
ship  Brio  Ac  Mar,  taken  and  burnt  by  the  Fea- 
cock,  filter  the  period  fixed  by  the  treaty  of 
Ghent  forthc  termination  of  hostilities  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  and  her 
dependencies,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  second  payment  to  John  Trumbull 
for  paintings,  agreeably  to  his  contract  with 
the  secretary  of  state,  made  in  pursuance  of  a 
resolution  of  Congress,  of  the  sixth  of  Febru- 
ar}’>  eighteen  hundred  and  seventetn,  six  thou- 
sand dollars. 

To  indemnify  tlie  owners  and  underwriters 
of  the  British  ship  Union,  captain  Robert  Hall, 
taken  and  burnt  by  the  American  ship  of  war 
Peacock,  after  the  period  fixed  by  the  treaty 
of  Ghent  for  the  termination  of  hostilities  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
and  her  dependencies,  sixty-one  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fitly -one  dollars. 

For  enabling  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
to  repay  to  John  G.  Brown,  of  New  Bruns- 
vvick,  the  amount  of  a forfeiture  remitted  by 
Mr  Dallas,  while  secretary  of  the  treasury  ; a 
sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  dollars,  shall  be,  aud  the  same  is  here- 
by appropriated. 

For  carrying  into  effect  a resolution  direct- 
ing a survey  of  certain  parts  of  the  coast  of 
North  Carolina,  passed  December  the  24th, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  aiul  eighteen,  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  approprivted. 

Sec.  2.  nri  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
several  appropriations,  hereinbefore  made, 
shall  be  paid  and  discharged  out  of  the  fund 
of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  reserved  by 
tlie  act  of  “making  provision  for  the  debt  of 
tlie  United  States,”  and  out  of  any  monies  not 
otherwise  appropriated.

BALTIMORE,  MARCH  5. 

We  have  been  favored  with  Curacoa 
papers  to  the  7tli  ult.  brought  by  the 
Uippomenes,  says  the  New-York  Mer- 
cantile Advertiser.  Advices  from  Mar- 
garita of  the  21st  January,  state,  that 
the  army  had  marched  to  open  the  cam- 
paign ; that  a courier  from  Augustura 
brought  intelligence  of  the  arrival  at 
Guiraof  col.  English,  with  2500  British 
troops ; that  Brion  remained  in  Pampa- 
tar,  and  that  Jolli  had  sailed  with  his 
squadron  of  8 vessels,  destination  un- 
known. 

Accounts  from  Amsterdam  to  the  24th 
Dec.  had  reached  Curacoa — and  the  pa- 
pers contain  Jamaica  dates  of  the  10th 
January.  A rumour  had  rcched  St. 
Thomas,  that  a revolution  had  broken 
out  in  Spain,  and  that  the  king  had  lied 
to  Bayonne. — Patriot. 

BALTIMORE,  MARCH  6. 

Capt.  Perry,  arrived  here  in  the  brig 
Savage, in  87  days  from  Coquimbo  states, 
that  the  Patriot  and  Royal  land  forces 
had  remained  inactive  for  a long  time. 
The  fleet  of  Patriot  vessels  that  sailed 
from  Valparaiso  to  intercept  the  expe- 
dition from  Cadiz  to  Lima,  were  not  in 
time.  Capt.  P.  tvas  informed  by  the 
commander  of  the  British  sloop  of  war 
Thyne,  that  four  of  the  transports  had 
got  into  Lima  after  touching  at  Talca- 
Juiana.  The  fleet  had  directed  their 
course  to  Talcahuana  first,  where  they 
found  the  convoy  ship,  (the  Isabella  fri- 
gate of  44  guns;)  they  cut  her  out  of 
the  port  after  some  resistance  from  her 
and  the  shore,  and  succeeded  in  getting 
her  to  the  Isle  of  St.  Mary,  where  they 
were  fitting  her  out.  One  of  the  Patri- 
ot sloops  of  war  had  gone  to  cruize  off 
Lima.  Conception  wasstill  in  the  hands 
of  the  royalists.  The  U.  Statcssloop  of 
war  had  not  returned  from  Columbia, 
N.  W.  coast. 


We  have  letters  from  Rio  Janeiro  to 
the  1 5th  January.  They  are  silent  as  to 
political  events.  The  brig  Ocean,  Bond, 
from  New-York,  had  arrived  there,  and 
was  to  sail  again  in  a short  time  for  Ba- 
tavia. 

We  have  received  Curacoa  papers  to 
the  6th  of  February,  from  which  the  fol 
lowing  extracts  are  made  : — 

Curacoa,  Jan.  30 — The  English  sch. 
Blacklts  arrived  here  on  Wednesday  af- 
ternoon, three  days  from  Margaritta,  and 
brings  letters  to  the  24th  instant,  from 
which  the  following  are  extracts  : 

Margarita,  Jan.  21. — There  are 
little  news  here.  The  army  has  march- 
ed to  open  the  campaign ; and,  by  a 
courier  yesterday  from  Augustura,  we 
learn  of  the  arrival  of  col.  English,  with 
2500  British  troops. 

San  Juan  Grieoo,  Mahoabita,  Jan.  24. 

“ A British  force  has  arrived  at  Guiria, 
consisting  of  2500  men.  Brion  remains 
in  Pampatar.  Jolli  has  sailed  with  the 
squadron,  8 vessels,  of  which  he  has  the 
Sole  command.  Their  destination  is  un- 
known. 

Curacoa,  Feby.  6 — The  arrival  of 
English  troops  at  Gtiayana  is  now  un- 
questionable, for  we  have  here  the  offi- 
cial communication  received  at  Marga- 
rita from  two  officers  on  board  the  first 
transport,  which  I have  the  pleasure 
herewith  to  transmit  to  you. 

Several  respectable  emigrants  have 
already  left  this  place  for  Guyana  and 
Margarita.  A proclamation  issued  bv 
the  independent  government  ensures  the 
prompt  payment  of  their  passages  kc. 

Copy  of  a letter  from  two  officers  oil  board  I be 
first  transport  at  anchor  in  the  Orinoco,  to ! 
Ar'ism,  ndi,  the  governor  of  Margarita : — 

“ We  embrace  the  opportunity  of  in 
forming  the  governor  of  Margarita,  that 
the  ship  Perseverance  is  arrived  at  Guy- 
ana, with  two  hundred  troops,  lor  the 
government  of  Venezuela  ; and  we  ex- 
pect in  the  course  of  three  days  ten  or 
twelve  vessels  more,  which  will  make 
nearly  four  thousand  troops.

LATEST  FROM  GIBRALTAR. 

From  the  same  intelligent  correspon- 
dent to  whom  we  have  repeatedly  been 
indebted  for  similar  favors,  we  have 
received  the  following  communication, 
dated 

“ Gibraltar  Jan.  6,  1819. 

“ The  only  news  I have  to  give  you, 
is  the  death  of  the  Queen  of  Spain,  (of 
transient  memory)  last  week,  in  child- 
bed. It  being  absolutely  necessary  to 
extract  the  foetus-,  she  expired  in  con- 
vulsions, 30  minutes  after  that  opera- 
tion was  performed.  A pretty  general 
rumor  is  in  circulation,  that  she  was 
poisoned ; but  why  she  should  have  been 
the  victim  of  secret  resentment,  is  not 
stated  ; and  rs  the  King  has  certainly 
removed  to  the  Escurial,  since  the  de- 
mise of  his  consort,  it  has  been  whisper- 
ed in  no  very  low  tone,  that  the  germs 
of  revolt  have  become  so  apparent  as  to 
render  some  preparation  for  bis  safety 
a matter  of  necessary  precaution.  There 
are  some,  more  charitable,  however, 
who  say, that  the  King  has  absented  him- 
self from  his  court  only  from  a pious  in- 
clination to  brood  over  his  g-rief  in  tran- 
quility. But  nothing  authentic  can  he 
known  abroad,  and  a rupture  outright 
will  perhaps  take  place  before  it  is  known 
beyond  the  vicinity  of  the  capital.  Cer- 
tain it  is,  that  the  su.Terir.gs  of  the  Span- 
ish people  have  reached  that  climax 
when  “ foibearance'  ceases  to  be  a vir- 
tue;” and  they  are  fully  sensible  of  it. 
An  uncommonly  .intelligent  Spaniard 
with  whom  I have  convei soil, states  that 
the  nation  is  r.ow  ready  fur  the  worst, 
and  must  ere  long  give  a lo.  se  to  their 


indignation.  It  would  be  needless  to  give 
you  all  the  arguments  which  he  urges 
in  support  of  his  opinion  ; many  of  them 
will  be  found  in  the  black  catalogue  of 
wrongs  w hich  have  oppressed  the  nation 
ever  since  the  King’s  return  to  the 
throne. 

“ With  respect  to  the  “ grand  expe- 
dition” fitting  out  at  Cadiz,  nothing  new 
has  transpired.  I may  say,  however, 
that  so  far  from  being  in  a progressive 
train,  it  is  rather  advancing  in  a re- 
trogade  direction,  (to  borrow  a bull ) 
and  in  the  opinion  of  every  man  in  bis 
senses  must  fall,  another  and  a melan 
choly  monument  of  the  vanity,  the  fol- 
ly, and  the  blindness  of  the  government. 

“ Our  squadron  .a  Tew  weeks  ago  were 
at  Messina,  but  we  expect  the  frigate 
United  States  here  soon,  on  her  way 
home.”

HIGHLY  INTERESTING  NEWS. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  we  arc  en 
abled  to  inform  our  reader#  and  the 
country  at  large,  that  an  arrangement 
has  been  made  by  the  Tueasnry  depart- 
ment with  the  Farmers’  and  Mechanic’s 
Bank  of  this  place,  to  receive  the  pub 
lie  deposits,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  fol 
lowing  letter,  from  Gen.  Harrison  to 
one  of  the  editors  of  this  paper,  and  the 
accompanying  document, which  contains 
the  terms  on  which  that  bank  becomes 
the  depository  of  public  monies.  It  is 
with  no  ordinary  satis'action  that  we  an- 
nounce this  intelligence.  It  will  fur- 
nish an  antidote  to  one  half,  and  that 
the  most  serious  part,  of  the  fiscal  em- 
barrassments of  this  and  some  of  the  ad- 
jacent states.  The  moment  this  arrange- 
ment goes  into  operation,  which  we  pre- 
sume w ill  be  in  a few  weeks,  there  will 
be  no  farther  difficulty  in  obtaining  land 
office  money,  and  our  circulating  medi- 
um, we  hope,  will  recover  from  the 
shameful  depreciation  to  which  it  has 
been  subjected.  It  w ill  also  appear  that 
the  bill  requiring  cash  payments  for 
lands,  has  been  rejected  in  the  House  of 
Representatives.  Of  the  policy  of  a- 
dopting  this  measure,  great  diversity  of 
opinion  prevails:  It  would  certainly  be 
oppressive  to  the  poorer  class  of  citi- 
zens; but  whether  its  political  tenden- 
cy would  not  overballancc  every  tempo- 
rary inconvenience,  is  a question  of  seri- 
ous import.

Conditions  on  which  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  will  employ  the  Farmer’s 
’and  Mechanics’  bank  at  Cincinnati,  as 
a depository  of  public  monies. 

1.  The  bank  will  receive  from  the 
Receivers  of  public  monies,  and  others 
having  monies  to  pay  on  account  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States,  the  notes 
of  the  banks,  a list  of  which  has  been 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary! 
of  the  Treasury  by  the  Cashier  of  that) 
bank,  and  credit  the  same  to  the  Treas-| 
urer  of  the  United  States  as  cash.  Thcl 
bank  may,  however,  discontinue  the 
notes  of  any  of  the  said  banks  whenev- 
er it  may  deem  necessary:  but,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  give  immediate  notice 
thcrcofto  such  receivers  and  others  who 
usually  deposit  public  monies  in  it ; and 
the  notes  of  any  smell  bank,  which  may 
have  basil  received  by  them  before  sued 
notice,  shall,  nevertclcss,  be  taken  by ' 
the  “ Farmer's  and  Mechanic’s  bank”  as 
cash. 

2.  That  the  bank  shall  pay,  at  sight,; 
all  drafts  which  the  Tieasurer  of  the) 
United  States  may  draw  on  it  : and  shall) 
from  time  to  time,  transfer  to  the  bank 
of  the  United  States  or  i'j  branches  (in' 
such  monies  as  will  be  received  by  it  as 
cash)  the  excess  of  public  monies  re- 
maining on  deposit  after  such  drafts  arc 
paid,  over  and  above  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars:  which  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  snail 
remain  on  deposit  in  the  said  bank,  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  this  arrangement, 
and  shall  be  transferred  in  like  manner 
within  six  months  alter  the  said  bank 
shall  cease  to  be  employed  to  receive  the 
public  monies.  It  is  agreed,  however, 
that  if  the  amount  received  by  the  bank 
shall  be  so  large,  as  that  the  expense 
of  remittance  shall  exceed  the  benefit  ol 
the  deposit,  the  sum  which  is  to  re- 
main on  deposit  in  that  bank  shall  be 
proportional,  I v increased. 

That  the  bank  shall  render  to  the  Se- 
cretary of  the  Treasury  and  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  United  States,  duplicate 
monthly  returns  of  its  account  v.uh  the 
Treasurer;  and  shall,  also,  render  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  monthly 
returns  of  the  state  of  its  affairs  : which 
latter  returns  will  be  Considered  confi- 
dential. In  these  latter  returns  will, 
also,  be  noted  the  sums  standing  to  the 
credit  of  any  public  officer  or  agent. 

If  those  conditions  arc  accepted  hv 
the  bank,  it  -will  immediately  give  no- 
tice of  its  acceptance  to  the  Secretary  of! 


the  Treasury;  and  the  Receivers  of 
public  monies  at  authoriz- 

ed upon  receiving  from  the  bank  an  offi- 
cial copy  of  such  notice,  to  make  depos- 
ites  in  the  Farmer’s  and  Mechanic’s 
bank  at  Cincinnati : Provided,  however, 
that  the  said  hank  shall  previously  have 
resumed  specie  payments,  and  shall  have 
given  notice  thereof  in  the  Cincinnati 
newspapers.

to  the  question  agitated  in  both  houses 
respecting  the  prohibition  of  slavery  in 
the  proposed  new  state  of  Missouri; — 
for  which  “ distinguished  notice”  those 
gentlemen  have  returned  their  unfeign 
cd  thanks,  and  assured  the  society,  that 
“their  best  exertions  will  on  all  occa 
“sions  be  faithfully  directed  to  the  pro- 
“ motion  of  the  same  grand  design.” — 
In  the  expression  of  their  anxious  de- 
sire to  lessen  the  evils  of  slavery,  we 
have  no  doubt  of  the  sincerity  and  ex- 
cellent motives  of  those  gentlemen,  and 
of  others  who  co-operated  with  them. 
But,  among  those  who  were  opposed  to 
them  on  that  question  on  the  floor  of 
congress,  it  is  but  just  tosay,  there  were 
many  not  less  earnestly  desiring  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  same  object.  The 
difference  of  opinion  was  not  as  to  that 
principle,  but  on  a very  different  ques- 
tion. In  proof  of  the  wish,  actuating 
equally  the  opponents  and  the  friends  of 
the  proposition  of  Mr.  Taylor,  to  check 
the  increase  of  slavery,-  it  is  sufficient  to 
say,  that  the  former  introduced  into  con- 
gress the  bill  for  adding  further  penal- 
ties against  the  slave  trade,  and  that 
through  their  agency,  principally,  it  be- 
came a law.  Butting  out  of  view  the 
constitutional  objections  which  stand  at 
the  threshold  of  the  question  agitated  in 
congress  ; regarding  them  as  u.ot  exist- 
ing, the  real  question  for  consideration 
would  be,  not  whether  restrictions  on  the 
progress  of  slavery  be  expedient,  but, 
whether  its  evils,  be  they  more  or  less, 
will  be  encreased  or  diminished  by  the 
dispersion  of  the  existing  number  of  this 
population  overa  greater  surface  of  ter- 
ritory and  among  a greater  portion  of 
white  population  l 

And  this  is  a question  to  he  examined 
without  passion,  and  decided  without 
prejudice.  A preponderance  of  two  votes 
only  decided  in  the  house  of  representa- 
tives, after  much  debate,  in  favor  of  the 
restriction.  The  senate,  that  assembly 
of  sages  as  well  as  patriots,  in  whom  is 
justly  reposed  so  great  a portion  of  the 
confidence  of  the  nation,  decided  it  oth- 
erwise ; and  preferred  a rejection  of  tiic 
bill  to  a recognition  of  the  right  of  the 
general  government  to  impose  restric- 
tions on  me  form  of  government  of  any 
state.  This,  it  will  be  seen,  is  the  ques- 
tion to  be  determined,  before  arriving  at 
that  of  expediency.  We  have  seen  no 
occasion,  on  which  the  opposite  parties 
were  more  resolute  in  maintaining  their 
respective  grounds,  than  on  this;  and 
mbre  votes  were  taken  on  it  than  on  any 
other  question  ever  agitated  in  congress'. 
The  same  proposition  will  recur  fur  the 
consideration  of  the  next  congress;  and 
as  it  is  desirable  that  it  should  be  mean- 
while examined,  "in  all  its  bearings  by 
the  People  and  by  those  who  are  to  re- 
present them,  we  shall,  within  a few 
days,  present  to  our  readers  a few  of  the 
leading  speeches  on  both  sides  of  this  in- 
teresting subject. — A at.  Intel.

Congress  adjourned  on  Thursday  last, 
the  constitutional  term  of  the  session 
having  expired  ; and  tire  natural  inqui- 
ry is,  what  have  the  legislative  servants 
of  the  people  done  for  the  promotion  of 
their  prosperity  and  happiness  l What 
mighty  schemes  have  they  projected — 
what  system  of  measures  have  they  fix- 
ed upon — to  add  to  the  rising  greatness 
of  this  growing  republic  ? Where  are 
wc  to  find  the  evidences  of  the  wisdom 
and  talents  know  n to  reside  in  that  great* 
delegated  body  of  the  nation  ? and  what 
ai as-  during  a session  of  more  than  eigh- 
ty days,  have  been  passed  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  general  good  ? These 
inquiries  arc  the  natural  consequences 
of  a free  and  popular  government,  and 
proceed  from  the  liberty  of  the  subject 
freely  to  inquire  into,  and  minutely  to  in 
vestigate,  the  public  management  of 
those  to  whom  power  has  been  delega 
ted. 

We  confess,  that  on  a slight  retros- 
pect of  the  late  session,  we  cannot  per- 
ceive any  extraordinary  results,  of  great 
benefit  to  the  country.  Few  (if  any) 
laws,  of  much  national  importance,  have 
been  thereby  created  ; little  appears  to 
ha\  e been  clone,  and  much  neglected, 
of  a benefiekd  and  interesting  charac- 
te  r. 

We  cannot  forbear  expressing  our  re- 
gret and  mortification,  at  the  treatment 
which  the  most  distinguished  living  com- 
mander of  our  country  has  experienced 
at  the  hands  of  a committee  of  each 
branch  of  an  enlightened  and  patriotic 
congress.  Perhaps  selfish  and  interest- 
ed considerations  were  the  prime  mov 
ers  of  this  inquiry.  But  the  pre-emi 
nent  services  of  Jackson,  through  a long 
course  of  daring  and  brilliant  achicv- 
ments,  and  particularly  that  part  of  his 
conduct  which  it  is  attempted  to  con- 
vert into  an  instrument  of  his  downfall, 
have  endeared  him  to  his  fellow-citizens 
as  an  able  and  patriotic  general,  fit  for 
the  most  perilous  exigencies,  with  a dis- 
position which  knows  r.o  impulse  but 
the  good  of  Iris  natal  soil.

SPANISH  TREATY. 

The  following  remarks  are  extracted 
from  the  Nashville  Clarion  of  the 
16th  inst.

V.’e  understand  a treaty  was  signed  on 
the  18th  nit.  by  Mr.  Adams  and  Dun  O- 
riis,  and  laid  before  the  senate  by  the 
President  on  ihe  20th  for  ratification.  It 
tout;  i.is  a cession,  on  the  part  of  Spain, 
of  both  Floridas,  in  consideration  of  which 
our  government  is  to  pay  something  to 
Spain,  besides  five  millions  of  dollars  to 
American  merchants  for  Spanish  spolia- 
tions, and  it  relinquishes  all  claim  to  the 
country  west  of  the  Sabine,  and  agrees 
to  establish  a boundary  fiom  the  head  of 
that  river  north  until  it  strikes  Red  ri- 
ver a small  distance  above  the  Caddo 
villages,  thence  with  that  river  to  lat. 
42,  thence  on  that  latitude  to  the  Paci- 
fic ocean.  'I  his  is  the  substance  of  the 
treaty  as  we  learn,  and  if  it  be  true  as  to! 
the  western  boundary,  more  good  land 
is  given  up  on  Red  liver  than  Florida  is 
worth  five  times  told,  without  the  money 
part  of  the  contract.  We  shall  proba- 
bly in  a day  or  two  have  particulars. 

Should  the  above  boundary  op  Red 
river  he  that  actually  agreed  on  by  ou 
government,  about  two  hundred  fami- 
lies ol  as  brave  Americans  as  the  Unit- 
ed States  can  produce,  will  have  been 
bartered  away  by  their  government  to 
the  fool  who  governs  Spain — wc  allude 
to  the  emigrants  last  yi  ar  who  settled 
on  the  west  side  of  Red  river  and  on  Lit- 
tle South  river. 

To  have  secured  peace  to  the  fron- 
tier sailer  we  should  have  supposed 
our  government  ought  to  have  made  the 
impassable  and  long  unbroken  chain  cf 
white  snow  mountains,  which  divide  the 
waters  ol  Bio  del  Norte  from  Red  river, 
the  western  boundary  of  Louisiana,  and 
from  the  southern  point  of  them  along 
the  Sabine  to  the  Gulf.  This  would  have 
prevented  any  of  the  bickering  that  will 
certainly  ensue  the  settlement  of  the 
country,  whilst  the  Red  river  is  the 
boundary.  When  Gen.  Pike  explored 
the  country  in  1806,  the  Spaniards  had 
no  post  above  latitude  33,  and  therefore 
for  our  government  to  have  insisted  on 
latitude  39,  as  the  northern  boundary  of 
Spanish  America,  would  have  been  of 
immense  advantage  to  this  nation  at  a 
future  day.  On  Timpanagos,  Thequa- 
to,  St.  Rafail,  Saladn,  Xavier,  and  oth- 
er streams  west  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains, there*  is  stated  to  be  a most  delight- 
ful country,  nearly  to  the  Western  o- 
cean,  and  capable  of  supporting  an  im- 
mense population.  Above  latitude  41 
the  soil  becomes  indifferent. 

On  the  Pacific  ocean,  in  latitude  39, 

I 6,  is  Port  Drake,  discovered  about  r 
ccntuary  ago  by  Sir  Francis  Drake,  and 
represented  by  him  and  others  since,  as 
a safe  harbor  and  advantageous  port  to 
put  into.  Except  this  port’,  tiicre  is  no- 
thing but  the  unsafe  anchorage  ot  St. 
Trinidad,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia 

I’iVCJ’. 

It  has  been  a source  of  continual  vex- 
ation to  the  people  of  the  west,  that 
whenever  any  thing  respecting  the  west 
was  agitated  t,y  the  general  government, 
it  was  certain  to  be  committed  to  some 


oil' , who  r.evc:  s.v.v  the  country,  or  knew 


very  little  about  it,  and  ccnsequefitly, 
they  were  almost  sure  to  blunder  in  what- 
ever was  done.

TREASURY  DEPARTMENT. 

24th  February,  1819, 
Sir — In  obedience  to  a resolution  of 
the  house  of  Representatives,  of  the  22d 
instant,  directing  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  “ to  inform  the  house  whether 
any,  and,  if  any,  what  part  of  the  balan- 
ces from  the  state  hanks,  to  the  bank  of 
the  United  States,  under  the  second  ar- 
ticle of  the  compact  between  them,  for 
which  balances  the  bank  of  the  United 
States  was  to  receive  interest,  were  re- 
tailed by  the  bank  of  the  United  States, 
as  special  deposits  for  which  it  was  not 
obliged  to  pay  specie  upon  demand”, 
I have  the  honour  to  state,  that  no  part 
cf  the  sums  transferred  to  the  bank  of 
the  United  States  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
United  States,  upon  which  interest  was 
payable  by  the  state  banks  to  that  in- 
stitution, was  considered  as  special  de- 
posit. The  bank  was  bound  to  pay  for 
the  sums  so  deposited,  specie  whenever 
demanded.  In  the  case  bf  the  transfers 
made  subsequently  to  the  30th  of  June, 

1817,  a proposition  efHlie  part  of  a 
state  bank  to  pay  interest  on  the  sum 
transferred,  when  accepted  by  the  bank 
of  the  United  States,  changed  the  char- 
acter ofthc  deposit  from  special  to  gene- 
ral deposit,  and  subjected  the  bank  to  the 
payment  of  specie  when  demanded.

GEORGETOWN,  D.  C.  MARCH  3. 
An  officer  so  vigilant  as  the  present 
head  of  the  Treasury  department  could 
not  fail  to  perceive  that  great  frauds 
were  practised  upon  the  revenue  in  our 
seaports.  His  attention  was  therefor® 
early  employed  in  devising  means  to 
prevent  an  abuse  so  injurious  to  the  na- 
tion. His  first  measure  was  to  subject 
foreign  merchandise  subject  to  an  ad- 
valorcm  duty,  to  regulations  better  cal- 
culated to  ascertain  their  real  value,  Sec. 
His  recommendations  to  congress  with 
this  view  were  generally  adopted  : and, 
at  the  last  session,  a law  was  passed  for 
carrying  them  into  effect. 

Of  this  law  the  beneficial  results  have 
already  been  astonishing.  It  is  proved 
by  an  authentic  document  laid  before 
congress  some  time  ago,  that,  although 
the  importations  during  the  first  six 
months  of  the  present  year  have  been 
less  than  the  first  six  months  of  the  year 

1818,  the  duties  have  been  nearly  one- 
fifth  more  ; and  this  increase  has  been 

altogether  in  the  advelorem  duiies: 

those  duties  which  were  the  particular 
objects  of  the  Secretary’s  regulations. 

It  is  a fact,  which,  witnout  proof; 
would  scarcely  be  believed,  that  in  a 
single  season  when  the  importations  are 
known  to  be  so  moderate  in  ambunt, 
there  has  been  a gain  of  nearly  two  mil- 
lions of  dollars. — From  this  it  is  easy  to 
conjecture  what  must  have  been  the  ex- 
tent ol  the  frauds  practiced  upon  tii® 
revenue  during  the  vast  importations, 
which  preceded  and  followed  the  war. 

But  this  gain  to  the  treasury,  great 
as  it  is,  is  not  the  only  advantage  result- 
ing from  the  measure.  The  dishonest 
importer  of  foreign  merchandise,  de- 
prived of  that  fraudulent  profit  of  which 
he  had  cheated  the  custom  house  is  no 
longer  a rival  to  be  dreaded,  either  by 
the  honest  merchant  or  the  domestic 
manufacturer.  Our  own  fairtradcr  now 
counts  with  certainty  on  a just  gain  ; 
and  our  own  manufacturers  enabied  to 
bring  their  fabrics  into  successful  com- 
petition with  others,  see  their  establish- 
ments every  where  revive. — Messenger.

CONCURRENT  POLITICAL  POWERsT” 
The  following  are  the  principles  settled  by 

tlie  recent  decision  of  the  supreme  court  : 

1st.  That  congress  had,  constitutionally,  a 
right  to  establish  the  bank  *f  the  U.  States. 

2d.  That  the  bank  has  authority  to  establish 
branches  in  such  states  of  the  union  as  it 
thinks  proper. 

3d.  That  the  state  of  Maryland  has  no  right 
to  tax  the  branch  of  the  bank  established  in 
that  state.  This  latter  principle  of  course, 
reaches  every  other  state. 

Some  eastern  prints,  who  have  not  thought 
very  deeply  on  the  subject,  deduce  very  far- 
fetched consequences  from  this  decision.  It 
is  urged  that  it  amounts  to  an  abridgement  of 
state  sovereignty,  and  that  it  is  tantamount  to 
a repeal  of  all  the  charters  issued  by  the  states 
for  the  erection  of  banking  institutions  ! ! ! 
These  ideas  are  not  leSs  novel,  than  they  are 
ridiculous.  The  mighty  arm  of  the  judiciary 
has  interposed  its  high,  and  almost  sacred, 
functions  for  the  purpose  of  giving  cfTect  to  a 
provision  of  the  federal  constitution,  by  which 
congress  arc  authorised  to  carry  into  execu 
tion  expressly  delegated  powers — to  preserve 
the  supremacyof  the  union  over  state  encroach- 
ments— and,  at  the  same  time,  xot  to  inter- 
fere, in  the  least  possible  manner,  v,  itli  the 
legitimate  rights  of  the  indivinual  states. 

State  sovereignty  was  never  intended  to  be 
abridged  entirely  by  the  constitution.  Rut  it 
was  always  expected  that  it  would  be  so  far 
curtailed,  as  to  prevent  the  interference  by 
the  states  in  matters  exclusively  delegated  to 
the  United  States.  The  American  republic 
has  a right,  for  rational  purposes,  to  raise  its 
own  revenue,  and  to  afford  every  fiscal  facility 
not  incompatible  with  its  chartered  powers 
The  individual  states  possess  an  independent, 
uncontrolable  authority  to  raise  their  own 
revenues  for  their  own  local  wants,  if  they  do 
not  trespass  upon,  or  fly  in  the  face  of,  any 
act  of  the  national  legislature.  Hence  it  is 
certainly  a fair  deduction,  that  the  genera' 
government  has  a right  to  manage  its  own 
revenue  system,  without  infringing  upon  the 
right  of  the  states  to  manage  their  owr,  in  any 
way  they  legally  think  fit.  The  necessity  and 
interference  of  concurrent  jurisdiction,  in  fi- 
nancial concerns,  results,  as  matter  of  course, 
from  the  very  division  of  sovereign  power  ex- 
hibited by  the  constitution  itself. 

The  whole  cause  of  disapprobation  to  the 
course  pursued  by  the  supreme  court,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  correct,  open,  fair  and  undisguis- 
ed manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the  national 
bank  and  its  branches  have  been  conducted. 
State  and  independent  banks  are  no  longer  to  be 
permitted  to'  play  upon  the  necessity  of  indi- 
viduals engaged  in  commerce  ; because  they 
can  transact  their  monied  concerns  upon  a 
surer  footing  in  the  U.  States’  institutions.  In 
these  latter,  no  political  feelings  ever  enter 
Votes  do  not  there  come  into  market,  nor  are 
there  any  offices  to  vend.  The  substantial  and 
honorable  interests  of  the  nation,  and  of  the 
stockholders,  and  of  commercial  transactions 
ore  alone  consulted. 

That  the  states  still  have  the  same  lights 
and  privileges  in  every  possible  respect,  which 
they,  before  the  decision,  had  under  the  con- 
stitution, there  can  be  no  question  ; for  the 
supreme  court  in  no  one  point  has  leaned  to- 
wards an  abridgement : and,  that  the  local 
bank  charters  are  in  no  wise  touched,  is  equal- 
ly  clear. 

tVc  do  not  pretend  to  say,  that  the  opera- 
tions of  these  banks  will  not  be  affected  ; be- 
cause we  are  inclined  to  believe,  as  it  regards 
our  own  state,  many  of  the  independent  banks 
will,  in  less  than  twelve  months,  cease  to  ex- 
ist  and  we  arc  also  of  opinion,  that  it  may  be 

prudent  for  the  directors  of  the  state  bank 
and  its  branches  to  advise  with  one  another 
relative  to  the  propriety  of  winding  up  their 
concerns  for  the  present;  inasmuch  as  they 
arc,  at  this  time,  in  a favorable  situation  so  to 
<lo,  with  honor  to  the  state  and  to  the  institu. 
tion.  This,  however,  is  a mere  suggestion  of 
policy.  If  it  be  the  wish  of  the  s ate  and  the 
directory  to  continue  the  bank  of  Kentucky, 

there  is  no  power  to  forbid  it— becatme  there 
never  can  be  a repugnancy  of  authority  be- 
tween the  national  and  state  laws,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent either  from  establishing  banking  institu- 
tionsfor  their  own  separate  convenience. 

The  political  legerdemain,  employed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Kentucky  legislature,  to 
raise  up  spectres  out  of  the  vaults  of  the  U. 
States’  branches,  with  which  to  spread  to  rror 
among  the  people,  will  not  avail  our  next  rep- 
resentatives.  The  eyes  of  the  people  are  ;.l 
eadv  opened  by  the  interference  of  the  ju- 
diciary— and  we  hope  to  see  them  exact 
from  each  condidate  for  legislative  office,  at 
the  next  election,  a declaration  hostile  to  thc- 
pain  and  penalty  law  passed  last  winter,  as  a 
sine  qua  non  to  his  support. 

Since  the  above  article  was  in  type,  \vc 
have  received,  through  the  National  In- 
telligencer of  the  13th  itist.  the  opinion 
of  the  Supreme  Court  at  length.  It  is 
the  ablest  document  we  recollect  to  have 
read,  of  a judicial  nature.  It  is  too  long 
to  be  given  this  week.  We  present  a 
short  extract  concerningstate  resources  : 

“ This  opinion  docs  not  deprive  the 
states  of  any  resources  which  thty  ori- 
ginally possessed.  It  docs  not  extend  to 
a lax  paid  by  the  real  property  of  the 
bank,  in  common  v.lth  the  other  real 
property  within  the  state,  nor  to  s tax 
imposed  on  the  interest  which  the  iti - 
zens  of  Maryland  may  hold  in  this  irsti- 
tution,  in  common  with  other  property 
of  the  same  description  throughout  tie 
state.  Cut  this  is  a tax  on  the  operation; 
efthe  bank,  and  is  consequently  a tax 
on  the  operation  of  an  inatrumept  em- 


ployed by  pjC  government  of  the  Union, 
to  carry  its  pavers  into  execution.  Such 
a tax  must  ba ^constitution.” 

NEW-YORK  TAMMANY  SOCIETY. 

This  institution,  it  secm»>;P*'“e»teil  to  gen. 
Jackson,  on  his  late  to  that  city,  an  ad- 
dress couched  Jj^tCfrus  of  very  high  and  en- 
thusiastic approbation  of  the  general’s  char- 
acter. and  conduct  in  the  Seminole  war.  We 
do  not  entirely  approve  of  the  course  pursued 
by  the  commander  in  chief  of  that  campaign. 
We  think,  however,  that  from  the  ardent 
disposition  of  the  general,  much  is  to  be  over- 
looked; especially  as  he  had  rendered  such 
signal  services  during  the  late  war. 

Be  this  as  it  may — the  nation  has  made  the 
transactions  of  that  campaign  a great  question, 
and  much  honest  difference  of  opinion  has, 
and  does  vet  exist  upon  the  subject.  The  N. 

Y ork  Tammanys  espoused  his  cause,  no  doubt 
from  the  best  conviction,  and  from  an  impulse 
of  patriotism,  for  which  that  order  is  distin- 
guished. If  they  have  erred,  the  error  is  not 
confined  to  them  F.verv  city  which  the  gen- 
eral visited,  received  him  with  acclamations  of 
joy.  Forgetting  any  improprieties  he  may 
have  been  charged  with,  his  eastern  fellow 
citizens  gave  way  to  a general  burst  of  joy  in 
welcoming  tlie  otnoofNew  Orleans  to  their 
hospitality. 

Now.  we  have  mentioned  this  address  as  if 
ti  had  actually  been  written  and  delivered  by 
the  N.  York  Tammany  Society.  It  was  cer- 
tainly published  in  the  District  of  Columbia* 
with  some  comments,  as  an  extract  from  a N. 
York  paper.  But  we  are  greatly  disposed  lo 
think  that  H is  a burleeqr.e  of  some  ant  i -repub- 
lican editor  ; for  really  there  are  so  many  men 
of  science  belonging  to  the  Tammany  order  ill 
that  city,  that  we  can  scarcely  believe  the  pre- 
amble to  the  resolutions  would  have  been  per- 
mitted to  go  out,  displaying  upon  its  face  so 
much  fustian  and  bombast. 

Suppose,  however,  that  the  production  is 
genuine,  it  only  amounts  to  extravagance  of 
praise  of  a “ military  captain,”  who  has  render- 
ed himself  iLLCsntinrs  bv  iLLvsTRtovs  herds, 
The  Tammanial  Society, either  in  New  York  or 
elsewhere,  can  never  be  seriously  affected  by 
the  address.  It  stands  upon  too  solid  a foun- 
dation to  be  impaired  by  the  application  o' 

witty  names  or  allusions. 

There  is  a miserable  set  of  political  wri. 

ters  in  the  city  of  New  Y’ork,  w ho,  in  order  to 
fan  the  flame  of  faction,  misrepresent  facts, 
and  istie  fiom  the  press  fabricated  occurren- 
ces, for  truths,  which  were  never  thought  of 
We  need  go  no  further  back  for  an  example 
than  the  proclaimed  discomfiture  of  the  Tam- 
manys, w hen  Gen.  Jackson  gave  “ DEM  ITT 
CLINTON”  for  a toast.  This  statesman  may 
not  be  popular  with  r.ll  the  democratic  parti 
but  will  any  man  in  his  senses  believe  that  such 
iiightninded  and  honorable  patriots  asSxiur- 
sox  and  F.nmett,  and  a host  of  others,  w ould 
be  struck  to  silence  because  their  governor 
may  have  been  drank  by  tiieiii  guest  ? It  is 
nonsense  to  think  of  such  a thing;  and  the 
fact,  that  newspaper  dabblers  have  so  repre- 
sented the  proceedings  at  the  city  dinner,  is 
only  additional  evidence  of  the  little  regard 
the  New  York  federal  SRUoffl  l.«vc  for  the  I V t- 
pectability  of  tbeir  prints. 

SEMINOLE  WAR— ONCE  MORE. 

Last  week  we  noticed  the  report  ol  the  Sen- 
ate on  this  subject.  Since  that  time,  some 
strictures  on  that  paper  have  appeared  in  the 
National  Intelligencer.  Both  display  a style 
bordering  on  acrimony ; and  whenever  we 
have  nothing  deemed  more  interesting,  both 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  Gazette.  Crimina- 
tion and  re-crimination  have  appeared  more 
conspicuous  in  the  investigation  of  General 
Jackson’s  conduct  during  his  operations  in 
Florida,  than  upon  any  other  topic  that  has 
recently  been  presented  to  the  public.  The 
congress  can  only  act  extra  judicially  at 
all  events.  The  house  of  representatives  hav- 
ing refused  to  censure,  we  think  toe  senate 
should  be  satisfied,  at  least,  with  the  report  of 
the  committee.  All  tile  faults  G -n.  Jackson 
has  committed  have  been  told  him,  and  there 
is  no  reason  for  urging  the  subject  further ; 
unless  we  wish  him  cashiered.  In  that  case 
congress  has  very  little  power. 

As  we  have  already  intimated,  we  do  not  ap- 
prove EXTir.E  the  course  Gen.  Jackson  pursu- 
ed. Rut  while  blame  and  censure  are  going 
on,  let  us  carry  a little  of  it  to  the  executive 
departments  of  the  government : let  us  not 
saddle  the  general  w itli  the  v.  hole,  because  he 
is  a more  important  individual,  and  is  more- 
beloved  by  the  people,  than  Ins  superiors  in 
office. 

ELK  HORN  CANAL. 

Under  the  resolution  we  publi:  lied  last  week, 
a committee  of  the  commissioners,  of  this 
pi  ape,  have  addressed  a circular  letter  to  the 
commissioners  designated  at  the  other  points 
by  the  act  of  assembly,  inviting  tneir  atten- 
tion to  the  interesting  subject  of  opening  a ca- 
nal to  the  Kentucky  river— to  the  employ- 
ment of  suitable  engineers,  surveyors  &c.  in 
order  to  have  the  different  streams  examined, 
and  a route  fixed— and  the  committee  propose 
a general  meeting  either  of  the  w hole  commis- 
sion, or  of  committees  from  each.  It  is  under- 
stoo  l,  tliat  several  gentlemen  of  science  and 
experience  in  Lexington,  as  engineers,  have 
off  ered  their  services  gratuitously. 

Of  the  practicability  of  opening  the  canal, 
no  doubt  is  at  present,  v.  e beliete,  entertain- 
ed  bv  even  those  who  are  opposed  to  the 
scheme.  Rut,  report  says,  that  several  who 
hold  property  on  Elkhorn  give  tjiair  most  un- 
qualified disapprobation.  YYc  hope  this  report 
is  incorrect,  as  we  cannot  possibly  think  any 
reflecting  man  would  so  far  lose  sight  of  his 
interest-  The  property  of  those  terv  indi-  i 
viduals  would  be  doubled  in  value  ; and  died  I 
produce  carried  tef  market  with  nun  ii  less  ex- 
pense.
